Five Transif Plans 
for Geary Corridor 


By RICHARD SPRINGER 


A transit study for the Geary 
Corridor is nearing completion. 
Five separate plans have been out- 
lined and researched by the North- 
west San Francisco Rapid Transit 
也 xtension Study. The study re- 
ceived federal Urban Mass Transit 
funding，and the study team wi 
SoOon recommend a preferred tran- 
sit System and a means of financ- 
ing the system or steps of the sys- 
tem. 

The following is a brief outline of 


the plans: 


1. No cehange in the present 
Muni railway system; no cost in- 
crease; about 38 minutes from the 
Richmond Districet to the central 
business district. 

2. Improve the Muni system 
through street preferences and ex- 
clusive bus lanes; $20-$40 million 
construction costi 29 minutes to 
the business district. 

3. A Muni-Metro system with 
cars Similar to those planned for 
the Market Street tunnel. It would 
operate as a Subway downtown 
and emerge at Cathedral Hill and 
operate as a Streetcar along Geary. 
Cost would be about $I80 million. 
Time is about 30 minutes. 

4. A Muni-Metro subway under 
Geary emerging at 17th Avenue at 
the Muni car barn. This plan has a 


three-pronged transit preference 


down Balboa, Geary and California 


streets. This is the highest form of 
combination of streetcars and sub- 
ways and could cost as much as 
$450 million. Both plan four and 
five provide for a pick-up of Marin 
commuters at a Park Presidio 
transfer tunnel. Time is 29 minutes 
including transfer. 

5. A line-haul subway between 
downtown and Geary and 17th and 
possibly extending to 47th Arve- 
nue. This will be combined with a 
feeder system of buses from local 
areas. Cost could be $320-$340 
million and time is 25-28 minutes 
including transfer. 

Currently 40 per cent of the 
Geary Corridor population drive 
and about 40 per cent use public 
transit to get to work. Plans 3, 4 
and5 would increase .public transit 
use Significantly，according to the 
Study. 

On May 23，in Fireman's Fund 
Auditorium, 3333 California St., at 
7 p.m.，there will be a town 
meeting to come up with a final 
preferred plan for the Geary Corri- 
dor. Observers are predicting that 
plan5 will be favored by the study 
consultants. For more information，

TO BE SILENT NO MORE 


In LosAngeleslastweek,a 16-year-old Chinese-American 
was sentenced to jlife imprisonment in an armed robbery 
case Where he allegedly killed a person. After the sentence， 
his defense attorney told the Press that the young man's 
family came to this country a few years ago，that he 
dropped out of junior high school, that he has become too 
Americanized for the family to have any influence over 
him, and that he was recruited by the gang and trained as a 
hit-man. 

To Chinese-Americans, all this sounds too familiar. We 
recognize that gang activities are spreading, and that under- 
world influence has intimidated the entire community. Us- 
ing juveniles as hit-men is nothing new to the Chinatown 
gangs. They know that the law is generally lenient toward 
the young. For this and other reasons, they are known to be 
continuously recruiting junior members. 

But what has puzzled many in the community is the si- 
lence of the family. Through the years，the young man's 
famijly received many signs which indicated that something 
was amiss. When he dropped out of school, when he began 
to associate with known gang members, when he left home， 
when he was wanted by the police, the family should have 
cried out for help. 

We know. The traditional Chinese believe that this is a 
shame and disgrace. Never launder one's dirty linen in 
Public . 

If we still believe in this type of outdated notion，this 
community will certainly go to pot.- 工 his conspiracy of si- 
lence will help no one but the gangs and the underworld ele- 
ments , 

Many families in the community are in similar situations 
now. They have one or more gang members or potential 
gang members in their homes. We would like to convince 
them that this is more than a family problem, that this is in- 
deed a community problem. We urge them to be silent no 
more。 Cry out，and cry out loud. Cry out loud so their 
neighbors will be warned. Cry out loud so our community 
leaders will take action. Cry out loud so our government 
officials will look this way.

Lee did not intend that her resig- 
nation on April 12 lead to a closing 
of the clinic, but others have stated 
that her action contributed ef- 
fectively to the clinic's present 
demise，Several doctors and the 
Teceptionist Supported her griev- 
ances and，in effect，no one was 
capable of running the clinic after 
April 12. Although she submitted a 
letter of resignation well in advance 
for the board to hire new personnel 
for her to trian, Lubenow said that a 
tight budget prevented the board 
from employing any trainee. 

OTHER FACILITIES 

According to Dr. Ceclia Johnson， 
chief medical officer of Health Cen- 
ter No. 4，Ppatients served by the 
clinic who need continuing medical 
care have been referred to other 
facilities for services. Lubenow and 
Gibbs .argue，however，that the 
clinic was closed on almost no notice 
as far as the patients were con- 
cerned, and that many of them con- 
tinue to come，only to be turned 
away. 

Despite the closing of the clinic， 
DPH funding remains in force until 
June 30, the end ofthe current fiscal 
year. DPH doctors，in the mean- 
time,， have been reassigned else- 
where.

Whether or not the clinic reopens 
before June 30 seems almost irrele- 
vant at this time. DPH funding has 
been deleted from the mayor's bud- 
get proposal for the coming fiscal 
year. According to Dr， Lorraine 
Simookler,， assistant director =of 
Public Health，Telhi clinic funding 
was Originally granted pending the 
opening of Northeast Medical Ser- 
vices (NEMS)，and that it has con- 
tinued since 196S only because of 
Pressing commtnity need and sup- 
port for the clinic. This year，how- 
evet，because of a severe city deficit 
between 3$20 and $40 million,“the. 
sSUpEIVisors and the mayor are cut- 
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ting the budget in all ways,” 
Said. 

Although the parties differ with 
respect to _ the reopening of the 
clinic，all agree that there is a real 
need for low-cost medical services in 
the Chinatown-North Beach area. 
NEMs, the only other agency offer- 
ing comprehensive outpatient care 
on a regular basis in the district，is 
restricted to a ceiling of patients 
who must meet stringent federal 
sguidelines. 

According to one observer,“Telhi 
is really needed; it was stable al- 
though it operated on a shoestring 
budget.

Ihave justread Ginny Lim's arti- 
cle about the making of “Bad 
Times on Gold Mountain”which 
appeared in theFebruary 13th edi- 
tion of East/West，and feel com- 
pelled to respond to a _ number of 
points that Ginny makes which are 
grossjy inaccurate. 

Ginny was not hired to“provide 
focus and direction”to the film 
that we intended to make about 
some aspeets of San Erancisco's 
Chinatown. She was hired to do re- 
scarch on the ppoject and, once we 
were in San Francisco，to locate 
and secure appropriate people for 
us to intervijew，perhaps to be in- 
cluded in the film. She was also to 
]jocate a Chinese family for us to 
portray in the film，but more of 
that later. 

It was my idea to focus on a 
nuclear family in Chinatown for 
these reasons: 

Ithought that firom the perspec- 
tive of the family we might get the 
proper jnsights into some of the 
pressures in Chinatown that seem 
to be manifesting themselves in a 
fairly new _ phenomenon，gang ac- 
tivity and crimes serious enough 
to be reported outside the commtu- 
nity. At the very least，we might 
have been able to portray particu- 
lar aspects of what it means to be 
Chinese in Chinatown. 工 say“par- 
tiecular aspects”; it was never Iy 
intention to attempt，as Ginny 
Says,“to convey the total experl- 
cnce of Chinatown in two weeks.” 
Anyone even vaguely familiar 
with my work or my interest in 
this kind of subject would know 
that I wouldnt attempt anything 
as grandiose as that.

Finally，in that Six-to- 
eight-week period (not two weeks 
that Ginny mentions in her article) 
we would certainly attempt to 
Show that Chinese-Americans as 
well as other ethnic groups (includ- 
ing Black Americans) had been 
and were continuing to struggle in 
a great many of the same ways in 
order to achieve a measure of 
human dqignity and respect. .. . 
Although the film is fawed I be- 
lieve that 过 does accomplish some 
of the goals it sets for itself.

HONG KONG 一 Macau has been in elose cooperation with the Chi- 

nese authorities in Kwangtung and has been enjoying unprecedented 
prosperity and stability since 1965 largely due to the administration of 
the Governor, General Nobre de Carvalho. 
There were, some past strifes between the Portuguese and the Chi- 
nese in the nearby Chungshan county, but all misunderstandings were 
smoothed over through the mediation efforts of Ho Yin，chairman of 
the Macau Chinese Chamber of Commerce and member of the Legisla- 
tive Council. 

Ho is acting as a de facto foreign minister of the Macau government in 
dealing with the Chinese representatives in Macau and their authori 
ties in Chungshan county. Because of his contacts with Chinese offi- 
cials, Some foreign correspondents here have mistakenly described Ho 
as:Trepresentative in Macau for Chairman Mao.” 

TIna recent Visit to Hong Kong where'he has extensive business inter- 
ests,. Ho told this eorrespondent that his main interest is the continued 
stability and prosperity of Macau. He sometimes acts as liaison officer 
in diseussions between Portuguese officials and representatives of the 
Chinese government. 

了 Ho laughed broadly when asked whether it was correet to say that he 
was the Macau representative of Chairman Mao. The magnate ex- 


plained that he contacted Chinese officials at the request of the Macau 


authorities, as there are no formal diplomatic relations between Peking 
and: Lisbon. 

Apart from giving extensive charitable relief in Macau and Hong 
Kong, Ho has been for over 28 years the patron and principal of the 
Macau Confucian High School. Owing to the severe eriticism of Confu- 
cius in China，the Macau correspondent of the local South China 
Morning Post said Ho might get into the bad books of the Peking gov- 
ernment. 

Actually no Chinese in Macau or anywhere has objected to Ho's con: 
nection with the Confucian High School. This is due to Ho's prestige 
and to the restriction of the antiConfucian movement within the boun- 
daries of China.
